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hk fitness of stone for structural purposes can be determined approxim- 
ately by examining a fresh fracture. ll should be bright, clean and 
sharp, without loose grains, and free from any dull, earthy appearance. 
Pesto <>f the strength of blocks of stone are useful only in comparing differ- 
ent stones, and give no idea of the strength of structures built of such stone, or 
of the crushing strength of stone in large masses on its natural bed. The crush- 
ing resistance per square inch of compressed surface, increases approximately in 
the ratio of the cube roots of the sides of the respective cubes. The following 
is a table of experiments with cubes of Berea sandstones, as reported by "Gill- 
mom on Building Stones," page 28.
